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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has proposed amending the claims tp replace gravity flow with "wherein the flow rate of the blood 
flowing through the in-line screening device is equal to the flow rate of blood collected in absence of the device". Such amendment would 
require new search and consideration (and any grounds for rejection would need to be amended as appropriate). 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's proposed amendment will not be 
entered for the reasons set forth above. It is noted that Applicant points out that Liu teaches decreasing the volume of sample in the 
capillaries by using smaller diameter capillaries as disclosed in column 11, lines 57-67 and column 12, lines 1-2. Applicant argues that the 
proposed modification suggested by Examiner would render the Liu device unsatisfactory for its intended purpose and would change the 
principle of operation. However, such argument is not persuasive. The decrease in capillary size is disclosed by Liu to be for providing more 
accurate and easier regulated volumetric control over flow from the reservoir to the biochip .The pending claims recite gravity flow, and 
gravity flow in combination with decrease in capillary would not render the Liu device inoperable or change the principle operation because 
the Liu device can be operated using various means for flowing the blood, which is also suggested by Liu, and gravity flow would still allow 
for operation of the device according to the Liu disclosure. 
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
